Census  takers  ;ill  over  the  country  agree  two  to  one  that  no 
other  school  has  a  campus  as  large  as  Tech's  seventy-six  acres. 

Batter  up!  Believe  it  or  not,  besides  the  regular  class  build- 
ings, Tech  has  everything  from  a  baseball  diamond  and  a 
stadium  seating  over  seven  thousand  to  a  school  garden  and  a 
five-acre  Xature  Preserve.  No  other  school  can  make  that  state- 
ment. The  Preserve  has  428  species  of  trees,  shrubs,  and  herbs. 
The  oldest  tree  on  the  campus,  about  .'300  years  old,  began 
growing  about  the  time  the  Pilgrims  were  learning  about  corn 
from  the  Indians  at  Plymouth  Rock. 

Of  the  ten  buildings  constructed  during  the  period  of  time 
that  the  grounds  were  a  United  States  Arsenal,  six  have  been 
converted  into  class  buildings.  Five  of  the  thirteen  class  build- 
ings arc  centered  around  the  student  quadrangle  where  the  old 
office  used  to  be  situated. 

In  1862,  the  grounds  were  purchased  with  the  purpose  of 
establishing  a  United  States  Arsenal.  This  was  a  first-class 
Arsenal  during  the  Civil  and  Spanish-American  Wars.  It  was 
rated  as  third  class  in  peacetime.  The  Arsenal  remained  until 
the  year  1903  when  the  Government  decided  to  abandon  it 
and  to  establish  Fort  Benjamin  Harrison.

grounds,  Indianapolis  citizens  raised  the  purchase 
price  of  $154,000  and  gave  the  dwd  to  a  citizens' 
committee  to  be  held  in  trust  for  the  Winona 
Technical  Institute,  a  private  organization  which 
established  trade  schools  such  as  Machine  Shop, 
Pharmacy,  and  Lithography.  Unfortunately  for 
them,  hut  fortunate  for  the  present  Tech,  the 
school  failed  financially. 

Because  Emmerich  Manual  Training  High 
School  was  overcrowded,  it  was  decided  to  open  an 
overflow  school  on  the  Arsenal  grounds.  On  a 
sunny  day  in  the  fall  of  1912,  Mr.  Milo  II.  Stuart, 
then  principal  of  Manual,  greeted  one  hundred 
and  eighty-one  freshman  hoys  and  o-iHs  on  the 
second  floor  of  the  Arsenal.  It  was  found  that  no 
preparations  had  been  made  for  the  new  pupils,  so 
Mi-.  Stuart  told  them  to  come  hack  the  following 
Monday.  When  they  returned,  they  brought  two 
new  pupils  with  them,  so  the  official  original  en- 
rollment has  heen  set  at  one  hundred  and  eighty- 
three. 

During  that  first  year,  pupils  and  teachers  had 
many  good  times.  The  groves  were  Tech's  first 
lunchroom  for  on  nice  days,  the  pupils  brought 
their  lunches  and  ate  outdoors.  There  were  so  many 
squirrels  on  the  campus  that  when  writing  the 
"Hear  Ye,"  Tech's  first  paper,  students  gave  the 
squirrels  a  by-line  under  the  jokes.  To  give  one  an 
idea  of  the  fashions  of  the  day.  the  girls  wore 
middy  blouses  and  big  hair  ribbons,  and  the  boys 
wore  knickers.

A  landmark  on  the  campus  is  the  old  cottonwood  tree  near 
the  walk  from  the  Arsenal  to  the  Artillery  Building. 


During  the  first  four  years  of  the  school,  Tech  students  and 
faculty  lived  under  a  cloud  of  uncertainty.  When  the  Winona 
Technical  Institute  had  failed,  many  who  had  helped  buy  the 
Arsenal  from  the  government  wanted  the  grounds  divided  and 
sold  as  city  lots  so  they  could  get  their  money  back.  When 
Technical  High  School  opened,  Mr.  Stuart  thought  that  the 
disposition  of  the  grounds  would  be  settled  by  November ;  but 
four  Novembers  passed  before,  on  May  22,  1916,  the  Indiana 
State  Supreme  Court  decided  to  give  a  perpetual  deed  to  the 
grounds  to  the  Board  of  School  Commissioners.  Mr.  Stuart 
named  this  day  "Supreme  Day."  That  spring,  Mr.  Stuart  left 
Manual  to  devote  his  full  time  to  Tech. 

Under  the  skillful  guidance  of  Mr.  Stuart,  from  1912  until 
1930,  the  Arsenal  Technical  Schools  grew  to  an  enrollment  of 
five  thousand  four  hundred  and  twenty-one.  That  year  of  1930 
Mr.  Stuart  accepted  the  position  of  assistant  superintendent 
of  public  schools  in  charge  of  secondary  education.  Mr.  DeWitt 
S.  Morgan,  who  was  Tech's  first  vice-principal,  took  Mr. 
Stuart's  place.  He,  in  turn,  was  appointed,  in  1937,  superin- 
tendent of  the  Indianapolis  public  schools,  and  Mr.  Hanson 
H.  Anderson,  then  vice-principal  and  one  of  the  original  eight 
Tech  teachers,  was  made  principal. 

Tech,  the  School  of  Tomorrow,  has  had  only  three  principals 
in  its  history,  and  all  three  have  grown  up  with  the  school. 
Mr.  Stuart  and  Mr.  Anderson  were  members  of  the  first  faculty 
in  1912  and  Mr.  Morgan  arrived  in  1916. 
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Thf    old    Weal    Residence    houses    the    Publications 
offices  ami  the  Social  Service  department.

The  Evening  School,  under  the  direction  of  Mr. 
Glenn  K.  Miller,  continues  to  grow  in  popularity.  Lust 
fall  the  two  thousand  enrollees  made  up  the  largest  class 
in  recent  years.  This  spring  1,473  arc  enrolled:  819 
women  and  654  men.  Looks  like  the  women  have  the 
majority  by  165.  Adult  classes  are  divided  into  trade 
preparatory  and  trade  extension,  apprenticeship,  and 
avocational  courses. 

Two  new  classes  are  Apprentice  Printing  and  Secre- 
tarial Practice.

To  keep  over  four  thousand  students  on  their  toes  and  to 
guide  their  educational  studies  Tech  has  235  men  and 
women  instructors  and  over  15  office  workers.

Together 
they  handle  the  enormous  task  of  setting  up  classes  and 
correlating  a  whole  school  program  for  the  more  than 
four  thousand  students  of  Tech. 

The  faculty  started  its  semester  off  a  week  early  this 
past  fall  when  it  assembled  Monday  in  the  Forum  to  hear 
a  welcoming  address  by  Principal  H.  H.  Anderson.  Tues- 
day the  teachers  of  the  entire  Indianapolis  school  system 
met  at  Tech  to  hear  plans  for  visiting  the  city  industrial 
organizations.  Wednesday  was  "Business — Industry- 
Education  Day,"  which  proved  to  he  one  of  the  most  inter- 
esting of  the  week  for  some  2,300  teachers.  At  the  invita- 
tion of  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  all  teachers  went  on  an 
all-day  tour  of  some  one  hundred  firms  throughout  the 
city.  Preceding  tours  teachers  met  at  the  Tech  Gym  to  see 
an  industrial  movie.  Thursday  and  Friday  Tech  teachers 
completed  sponsor  room  work  and  attended  departmental 
meetings.

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The  Arsenal  Technical  Schools  has  a  greatly 
developed  Life  Adjustment  program  which  in- 
cludes guidance  for  pupils  by  class  and  sponsor 
room  teachers,  department  heads,  and  vice-princi- 
pals; the  Guidance  Office,  under  the  direction  of 
Mr.  H.  H.  Walter;  and  the  Employment  Office, 
headed  by  Mr.  J.  L.  Jones.

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Along  with  a  greater  Dumber  of  cadets  enrolled  than  in 
recent  years,  the  Reserve  Officers  Training  Corps  unit  at 
Tech  heralded  several  "firsts"  among  1949-50  events.  For 

the  first  time,  the  six  Indianapolis  R.O.T.C.  units  competed 
for  marksmanship  honors  and  Tech's  unit  won  the  match 
with  a  70S  to  T()y  out  of  a  possible  1,000  score  over  Short- 
ridge.  Also  on  the  list  of  firsts  was  the  presentation  of  the 
Chicago  Tribune  outstanding  cadet  awards  to  the  Tech  cadet 
Commander,  Colonel  Lloyd  Cast,  and  to  Cadet  Major  Morris 
L.  Plummer. 

An  innovation  in  the  curriculum  concerned  the  officers'' 
and  non-commissioned  officers'  tests.  Instead  of  the  former 
interrogation  by  a  hoard  of  review,  a  series  of  three  practical 
tests  was  put  before  each  candidate  in  addition  to  the  usual 
three  written  examinations.  And  for  the  first  time,  all  non- 
commissioned officers,  down  to  sergeant,  were  permitted  to 
wear  the  "Ike"  jackets  made  popular  by  General  Eisen- 
hower during  World  War  II. 

Due  to  the  increase  in  the  unit's  size,  seven  girl  sponsors 
were  assigned  this  year.  Serving  the  regimental  commander 
was  honorary  Colonel  Charlotte  Green,  while  honorary  Lieu- 
tenant-Colonels Shirley  Crim  and  Joan  Ray  were  assigned 
to  the  battalion  commanders.  Honorary  captains  assigned  to 
the  company  commanders  were  Janet  Cox,  Joan  Troxel, 
Betty  Brock,  and  Joan  Stewart. 

During  the  spring,  the  instructors  Master  Sergeant  Wil- 
liam T.  Campbell,  head,  and  Sergeants  Donald  C.  Winters 
and  Charles  K.  Mori,  primed  and  polished  the  unit  for  the 
annual  Federal  Inspection,  hoping  to  win  the  28th  consecu- 
tive honor  award. 

A  special  feature  was  the  new  Drill  Team,  made  up  of  a 
picked  squad  of  cadets  and  drilled  by  cadet  Lieutenant 
Benny  L.  Sheff'cr,  an  Army  veteran  who  returned  to  Tech 
for  some  post-graduate  work.

to  cop  the  city  championship,  and  frosh  lost  a  couple  of 
close  ones  to  wind  up  with  a  three  and  three  record. 

The  Big  Green,  piloted  by  Coach  Howard  Longshore, 
assisted  by  George  Mihal  and  Wallace  Potter,  a  new- 
comer to  Tech,  really  "brought  home  the  bacon"  in  the 
form  of  the  first  undisputed  championship  of  the  North 
Central  Conference  in  Tech's  long  and  successful  foot- 
ball career.  The  closest  any  of  the  previous  Tech  grid 
teams  had  come  to  that  honor  was  the  year  the  '39  squad 
tied  with  Kokomo  for  the  top  spot.

In  city  competition,  the  Greenclads  bowled  over  a 
Howe  eleven  in  the  opener,  20  to  6,  and  then  "lowered 
the  boom"  on  the  Fightin'  Irish  of  Cathedral  by  a  score 
of  21  to  6.

The  Greenclad  Varsity  Wins  Regional 

Not  only  did  Tech's  veteran  varsity  basketeers,  coached  by  Her- 
man Hinshaw  with  Reserve  Coach  Moorhead  assisting,  start  off 
their  season  with  a  "bang,"  but  they  also  terminated  it  with  the 
same  gesture.  The  "bang"  that  started  the  season  was  a  50-to-26 
slaughter  of  Warren  Central.  The  "bang"  ending  it  was  the  post- 
season venture  into  the  State  Basketball  Tourney  when  the  Big 
Green  eliminated  six  teams  before  being  dropped  from  play  by 
Madison's  Cubs  in  the  Semi-Finals,  55  to  46,  on  the  Butler  Field 
House  floor.  Madison  went  on  to  win  the  State  Championship. 

Following  the  close  of  a  successful  15-3  season,  the  balanced 
squad  waded  into  the  perennially  tough  16-team  Indianapolis 
Sectional  and  emerged  with  its  second  in  a  row,  and  its  third  in 
the  five  years  with  Mr.  Hinshaw  coaching.  It  was  Tech's  eleventh 
Sectional  Championship.  The  following  week  the  jinx  as  held  by 
the  Anderson  Indians  was  broken  as  the  Greenclads  downed  the 
Redskins,  one  of  the  top  favorites  for  the  State  title,  56  to  50,  and 
thus  graduated  to  the  Semi-Finals.  It  was  Tech's  fifth  Regional 
Crown.  The  third  round  of  eliminations  proved  to  be  the  fatal  one 
for  the  Big  Green  as  it  lost  to  an  experienced  Madison  five,  55 
to  46.  Madison  was  runner-up  in  the  1949  tourney. 

Last  year's  junior-studded  net  squad  lost  just  two  members. 
This  year's  aggregation  was  reduced  to  ten,  adding  sophomore 
Joe  Sexson  to  replace  Tom  Pollom,  who  received  his  diploma  last 
June.  This  season's  predominant  starting  five  was  Ernie  Cline 
and  Joe  Sexson  at  forwards,  Charles  Englerth  at  center,  and  Bill 
Roepke  and  Myron  Moriarity  at  guards. 

Tech  held  its  second  annual  Tech  Invitational  Tourney,  De-

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Wrestling  Season  Ends  As  Track  Begins 


The  oi.'  grunt  'n'  groaners,  the  wrestlers,  "rasseled" 
their  way  to  their  second  straight  season  without  a  defeat 
in  dual  encounters.  With  Coach  William  Treichler  at  the 
helm,  the  Green  wrestlers  sailed  through  thirteen  oppo- 
nents and  the  Marion  County  Tourney.  Their  actions  in 
the  State  Meet,  however,  were  aptly  put  by  one  of  the 
members — "We  didn't  do  so  hot."  Tech  failed  to  place 
in  the  final  tourney  this  year. 

Wrestling  made  its  debut  just  three  years  ago  and 
Coach  Treichler's  team  made  it  known  to  other  schools 
that  it  was  the  team  to  beat.  The  sport  has  been  received 
with  much  enthusiasm  by  the  students,  faculty,  and  Indi- 
anapolis citizens  in  its  three-year  stay  here. 

There's  a  reason  for  everything,  and  the  reason  Tech 
always  turns  out  an  excellent  track  team  every  year  is 
cooperation — cooperation  between  two  coaches  who  have 
been  working  together  at  Tech  for  twenty-four  consecu- 
tive years.  Coach  Paul  E.  Myers  and  Coach  Rueben  C. 
Behlmer  are  the  men.  Coach  Myers  specializes  in  the 
track  events  and  Coach  Behlmer's  favorites  are  the  field 
events.  These  two  men  have  been  coaching  together 
longer  than  any  two  coaches  in  Indianapolis.  They  co- 
piloted  this  year's  Green  cinder-burners  in  quest  of  more 


honors  to  add  to  the  already  long  list  of  awards  accumu- 
lated by  previous  Tech  trackmen. 

Former  Tech  track  teams  have  the  remarkable  record 
of  having  won  19  of  the  last  23  Sectionals  and  14  of  16 
City  Championships.  They  have  never  missed  placing  in 
the  State.  Last  year's  balanced  squad  handed  an  Ander- 
son track  team  its  first  dual  meet  defeat  in  thirteen 
years ! 

Answering  the  call  this  year  were  eight  track  letter- 
men  and  sixteen  boys  who  had  won  letters  in  other  sports 
— guaranteeing  Tech  of  another  fine  track  season. 

This  year  also  brought  the  possibility  of  night  track 
meets.  Tech's  fine  stadium  is  very  aptly  suited  for  this 
purpose  as  the  lights  used  for  the  illumination  of  the 
gridiron  could  be  focused  on  the  track.  The  total  wattage 
of  the  lights  is  90,000. 

Running  right  alongside  with  track  is  the  cross-coun- 
try aggregation,  also  coached  by  Paul  Myers.  The  fleet- 
footed  distance  men  came  through  in  fine  style  this  year, 
winning  three  of  four  dual  meets,  placing  second  in  the 
North  Central  Conference,  City,  and  Sectional  meets, 
and  copping  sixth  place  in  the  State  meet,  held  at 
Indianapolis.

Kvkry  spring,  the  cogs  in  the  machinery  of  the  nation's 
favorite  pastime,  baseball,  start  to  move  and  at  Techtown 
it  is  no  exception.  Head  Coach  George  Sprague,  assisted 
by  Howard  Longshore,  sent  out  his  call  for  various  talent 
throughout  the  campus  and  held  his  first  full-strength 
practice  sessions  during  spring  vacation. 

Tb is  year  promised  to  be  another  victorious  one  as 
seven  lettermen  returned  to  resume  their  diamond  chores. 
They  were  veteran  hurlers  Gene  Nash  and  Bob  Harris:

Not  all  sports  can  claim  the  spotlight,  but  two,  Tech's 
golf  and  tennis,  certainly  deserve  a  great  deal  more 
recognition  than  they  receive.  Attendance  for  the  major- 
ity of  these  meets  was  in  one  figure  last  year,  even  though 
both  squads  turned  in  excellent  records.
